thei till God forbid: and if he ſhould forbid,yer ne-

and wreſt whatfocuer tubicct he caketh in hand, dely- 
ting more to defend lies nor truerh, improbabilities 
nor probabilities , paradoxes & ſhadowes in ſtead of 
Orrhodoxe and ſubſtance:and herevpon hes procee- 
ded{o manic idle and abturde opinions, fum unpug- 
ning the ſnow to be white, or the Sunnehote, ſome 
praiting tollie, Cupid, andmanie otherfar more ri- 
diculous toyes , yea lomepreſuming to deny Gods 
providence and God him felte .

Lord and proprietar of that originallplace. and of al 
naturallthings therein contained: as in Genelis the 
firſt and moſt ancient hiſtory is expreſſed So the an- 
trecedent beeing ftalie, rhe conſequent can wferre no 
verity. 
* Myſecondcaption is grounded vpon the Etymo- 
#$je or definition of the Law of Nations in this fort, 

The right of Nations is that which equallie is 0b- 
ſeruedamong all Nations: but the right whereby his 
Mazteſtie would poſleſſe the crown of England isnot 
equailie ob{erued among all Nations: Ergo,&C. 

By diſtinguiſhing or explaining the aſſumption 
the ſubriliry ofthis caption 15 elided:for although the 
Law otproximitic of blood(wherupon his Maieſties 
title is grounded) be notequallic obſerued in all Na- 
tions, yetall Nations admitthe generall thatis to 
ſay, to hace Magiſtrates and ſuperior powers, confe(- 
ſing therwithal thatthele Magiftrats or powers haue 
juſt titles either by ſucceſſion, election, or byſome 0- 
ther torme aggreable to the nature of the countric 
wher they are: ſo rhe particular diverſitie of cuſtomes 
in ſuccefſion procecding from the diuerfitie of civill 
and municipal!

.dedthereot , Andatterihe Conquelit, Richardthe 
hrit going to conqueis lerulalem, inſtitute his Nevoy 
Arthur, who wasboraein Eritaignie,8& young Duke 
thercot,to be his fucceſior. Like as king Stephan and 
King Henrie the 2.were both borne in France, their 
Parentsnot being oithe alleageance of England, & 
ye: they were capable oithe crowne of England,

It is not probable that a Prince ſo righteous, ſo 
wile, ſo kinde,as King Henrie the eight was known 
to be, that heſhould ſovnkindlie and vnrighteouſlie 
deale with his eldeſt ſiſter germane, as to ſpoile and 
degrade her andher innocentſucceffion of all honor 
and exſpecation that God and nature had pronided 
forthem, 

Next, hee could notforget the commendable an. 
{wereot Henrie the ſeaventh , his moſte prudent f3- 
ther, who atthecontraQ of mariage made betwixrt 
King Iames the fourth of worthic memorie, and [3- 
dic Margaret eldeſt daughter tothe ſaid King Henry 
theſeauenth: ſundry of his counſel labouring roein- 


 peſhthatmariage,faid vntohim, that it might come 


to the great diſhonour aad diſcommoditie of the re- 
alme,in cace,which was verie poſſible, that England 
ſhoulde fall ro bee ſubietrto the Kings of Scorland: 
Whereunto the ſaid noble Prince anilwered, that in 
Ccaceit fell outſo, there was no inconuenient to En- 
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gland: for as VVilliam the Conqucrour atteining to 
the crowne of England , did joine and ſubicct Nor- 
mandie toEngland,and notEngland to Normandy, 
{o Scotland beeing rhe leaſt of the two Realmes 
ſhould be ſubieCted to England, if any ſuch accident 
ſhouidarriue, becaulc rhe lefſer muſt cede and giue 
place tothe greater. By which anfivere the ſaide no- 
ble Prince Hearic the eight knery full wel it was not 
his Fathers meaning to defraud his eldeſt daughter, 
nor her ſucceſſion , Andthertfore tis altogether im- 
probable that hee thould hauc forget the mind and 
intention of his magnanime Farher, ina matter fo 
recentlie and righteouſlie done : andthat with his 
owne ſpeciall conſent and good lyking . 

Thirdlie,the ſaid noble King, knowing what torte 
and wrong his Father had receaued of «ichard the

not be fo oblivious, much Jefle 1n1urious,as to fall tn 
the ſame error,which both hee hinfelte , and all 1uſt 
men did ſo much abhorie inthe perſon of the laid

Ferdlicin reſpect that about the ſame time when

By which ge- 
nereux and juſt at,ſhe merites no lefle praiſe nor the 
Komanes and Epheſians, the one defacingthename 
of the Tarquins for the meſhant act of Tarquinius 
Superbus: the other making a Law prohibiriue to all 
hiſtorians, neuer to mention the name of Impius E- 
roſtratus within their commentaries.

curitie . For reaſon and good conſcience doth reco-

ſpeciallie in Realmes. For detence whereof amongſt 
his owne peopleghe hes not onelie raiſed vp extraor- 
dinarlic both men and wemen , as Ioſuc, Sampſon, 
Debora,and the reſt of the ludges to bee his champi- 
ons: but he hes vicd fpirituall powers, yea ſomeryine 
dumb clements, to execute his vengeance vpon vn- 
iit vſtrpers with their conſorts and complices.
